Recharging the soil's rundown 
“ battery” of organic matter is a 
must if high per acre crop yields 
are to be maintained on C o r n 
Belt farms, declared the Middle 
West Soil Improvement Commit- 
I tee in a statement. 
“ Just as a storage battery 
runs down through constant 
use,” says the statement, “ so 
the soil’s organic matter sup- 
j .ply is burned up through rapid 
decomposition in prod u c I n g 
crops. And unless that organic 
matter is replaced your soil 
will lose its ability to produce, 
high yields per acre. 
“ Too many crops of grain, too J 
few crops of dcep-r o o t e d leg- j 
umes, and too little attention to 
conservation measures have de­ 
pleted the soil’s organic matter 
supply on even the best C o r n 
Belt farms. 
“When the organic matter sup­ 
ply is run down, soils become 
packed down and hard to work, j 
Water soaks in slowly and much j 
of the rain runs away. Such soils | 
also dry out slowly after t h e y 
are soaked. Because of its tight­ 
ly packed condition such soil is 
poorly ventilated. Roots have a 
tough time pushing through the 
soil to gather up oxygen, mois­ 
ture and plant nutrients to feed 
the growing crops.

“ ORGANIC m a t t e r comes 
from deep-rooted legumes in the 
rotation, grasses or sod crops.; 
from green manure, barny a r d . 
manure, straw and other c r o p 
residues added to the soil. All of 
these, deep-rooted legumes are j 
the best source of o r g a n i c ! 
matter. 
“Two steps essential to a con­ 
tinuing supply of organic matter 


I are liming to condition the soil 
for the growth of alfalfa and 
! sweet clover and the use of fer- 
I tilizers carrying phosphate and 
potash. To do its best work, lime 
j should be put on the soil at least 
six months before seeding time. 
Then at seeding time, plenty of 
plant food should be added to the 
land to give the legumes a full 
feed of needed nutrients. 
“When the organic matter sup­ 
ply is built up, the soil’s struc­ 
ture and tilth are greatly im­ 
proved. The soil will a b s o r b 
water rapidly during rains. Its 
porosity is high. Water and air 
move freely through the earth. 
Favorable conditions are provid­ 
ed for the germination of seeds, 
for the growth of plant r o o t s 
and the growth of beneficial bac­ 
teria in the soil.”

When Rest May Prove Injurious 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, Mi). 
PATIENTS with rheumatoid ar­ 
thritis, a disease in which there is 
so much pain in the joints, q uite 
naturally tend to remain as still as 
possib le. To insist that they exer­ 
cise tender muscles and stiffening 
joints may seem like cruelty, but 
there is prob ab ly no disorder in 
which exercise is of more impor­ 
tance b ecause gentle movement at 
the right time do£ s so much to pre­ 
vent the deformities and the per­ 
manent fixing of the joints so char­ 
acteristic of this affliction. 
During the early, acute phase, 
rest in b ed is often desirab le, b ut so 
many patients develop deformities 
during this time that it should not 
b e prolonged one day b eyond what 
is ab solutely necessary.

Proper Poeture 
It is important that proper pos­ 
ture b e maintained through use of a 
firm mattress or a b oard under the 
mattress. Pillows under the knees 
or shoulders should not b e allowed, 
since this practice may lead to de­ 
formities of the joints. 
While the patient is in bed, the 
application of heat to the affectr J 
joints and massage of the muscles 
may b e helpful. 
Muscle exercises can b e carried 
out many times each day b y the b ed 
patient. Often, when the joints are 
acutely inflamed, gentle exercise 
several times a day b y slow, guided 
movements given b y 
a specialist 
should b e employed. Of course, the 
movements should never b e forced. 
During this time, such preparations 


as the salicylates, which relieve 
pain, may b e administered so that 
the patient’s ab ility to move will b e 
increased. 
It is only in tho: e instances where 
the pain is q uite severe that no 
iX- 
ercise can b e taken. The physician 
must decide in each case how much 
exercise the patient can take with­ 
out execessive tiring or without 
producing an increase in the pain 
and spasm of the muscles. 
The exercises should b e arranged 
on a daily schedule and not just sev­ 
eral times a week. The amount of 
exercise can b e gradually increased 
as the pain disappears and the mus­ 
cles b ecome stronger. 
Patient Convinced 
It is also important in these in­ 
stances for the patient himself to 
b e convinced that exercise is just 
as important in his disorder as the 
use of medicine, and that rest for 
too long a period of time may b e 
dangerous and lead to deformities. 
The continued movement of the 
joints will prevent the formation of 
adhesions or b „nds of scar tissue 
which limit motion. The gentle 
stretching movements will also help 
to prevent shortening of the tendons 
which connect the muscles to the 
b ones. 
The patient with any variety of 
arthritis should consult his doctor 
concerning the amount of exercise 
which is b est in his case.

PATIENTS with rheumatoid ar­ 
thritis, a disease in which there is 
bo much pain in the joints, quite 
naturally tend to remain as still ai 
possible. To insist th at they exer­ 
cise tender muscles and stiffening 
joints may seem like cruelty, but 
there is probably no disorder lr 
which exercise is of more imper- 
to nee because gentle movement at 
the right time do*? so much to pre­ 
vent the deformities and the per­ 
manent fixing of the joints so char­ 
acteristic of this affliction. 
During the early, acute phase, 
rest in bed is often desirable, but to 
many patients develop deformities 
during this time that it should not 
be prolonged one day beyond what 
is absolutely necessary. W hat is 
nee ded is a careful balance between 
rest and exercise.

It is im portant th at proper pos­ 
ture be maintained through use of a 
firm mattress or a board under the 
mattress. Pillows under the knee* 
or shoulders should not be allowed, 
since this practice may lead to de­ 
formities of the joints.
